At a meeting of the chief Council of the A- 
merican Party tor the District of Columbia, com- 
posed of delegates from the subordinate councils 
of said district, the following Platforms of prin- 
ciples and opinions, was recommended to the 
National am. State councils i»f the American 
party for adoption. 

1st. An humble acknowledgement to the Su- 
preme being w 10 rules the universe, for his 
protecting care vouched tc our fathers in their 
successful Revolvtionary strugle. and hitherto 
manifested to us, their uecendants, in the preser- 
vation of the liberties, the independence, and 
the union of these States. 

2d. The perpetuation or the Federal Union as 
the palladium. i of ou r civil and religious liberties, 
and the only sure bulwark of Anieaican Indipen- 
dence. 

3d. Americans must rule America, and la 
this end, native born citizens should be elected 
for all States, Federal and municipal otficejs of 
government employment, in preference to natu- 
ralized citizens, never'.heless; 

4lh. Persons b im of American parents resid- 
ing temporarily aboard, should be entitled to ail 
the rights or native born citizens: but 

5lh. No person should be^selected for political 
station (whether of native*" or foreigner birth.) 
who recognizes any allegiance or obligation of 
ar.y desr ciption to any foreign prince- potentate, 
or power* or whoreluses to recognize the Feder- 
al or State constitutions [each within its sphere] 
as piramount to all other laws, as rules of po- 
litical action. 

6th. The unqualified recognition and main- 
tenance of the reserved rights of the several 
Stalftd, and the cultivation of harmony and fra- 
ternal good will, between the citizens of iho sev- 
eral Slates, and to this end, non-intei-ferenco by 
each State with the atfturs of any other State. 

7th. The recognition of the right of the native 
aud foreign-born citizens of the United .States, 
permanently residing in auv Territory thereof, 
to frame their constitution and-laws, and to reg- 
ulate their domestic affairs in th< ir own mode, 
subject only to the provisions of the Federal 
Constitution, with the right of admission into 
the Union whenever they have the requisite pop- 
ulation for one representative in congress. Pro- 
v.ded. always, tint none but those who are citi- 
zeus of the United States, under the constitution 
and laws thereof, and who have fixed residence 
in such a Terntorj, ought to participate in the 
formation of a constitution, or in the enactment 
of laws for said Territory o m State. 

bth. An enforcement of tho principle that no 
State or Territory can admit others, native- 
born citizens to the right of suffrage, or of hold- 
ing pohticl office, unless auch persons shall have 
been naturalised according to the laws of the 
United States. 

9th. A charge in the lawe of naturalization 
making a continued residence of twenty-one 
years, of all not heretofore provided for, an indis- 
pensable requisite for citizenship hereafter and 
xcluding all paupers and persons convicted of 
crime, from landing on our shores; but no inter- 
ference with the vested rights ol foreigners. 

10. Opposition to any union between Church 
and State, no interference with religious faith, 
or worship, and no test oaths for office, except 
those indicated in the 5lh section of this platform. 

11th. Free and through investigation into any 
and all alleged abuses of public functionaries, 
and a strict economy in the public expenditures. 

12th. The maintenance and enforcement of 
all laws until said laws shall be repealed, or 
shall be declured null and void by competent 
judicdl authority*
